During the years just prior to the slave- 


holders' rebellion, the Temperance move- 
ment gained rapid headway. Most or all 
of the New England States adopted pro- 
hibition laws, and the subject was through- 
out the whole North fast assuming a fore- 
most position among the political issues 
of the time. 
Even the New York State 


Legislature passed a prohibitory law in 
1854, which was vetoed by Governor Sey- 
mour, aud which led to the election of 
Governor Clark in the fall of that year as 
a prohibitory candidate, and in the follow- 
ing year the prohibitory law was again 
passed by the Legislature and signed by 
the Governor. But the rum interest of 
New York city was even then strong 
enough to thwart the public will, and a 
court was found susceptible to the influ- 
ences usually employed in its behalf, so 
that the law was declared unconstitutional 
and thereby rendered inoperative. 
As 


the encroachments of the slave power and 
the events of the war engrossed the atten- 
tion of the moral and intelligent element 
of the people, the rum-sellers, by unceas- 
ing watchfulness and untiring efforts, 
secured the repeal of the laws in all the 
States except Maine, and for a time it 
seemed as if the country was to be res- 
cued from the curse of slavery only to be 
given up to that of rum. The public con- 
science is at last once more being 
awakened to the necessity of doing some- 
thing to stay the march of this destroying 
fiend, and on every hand we see not only 
efforts to secure legislation, but the col- 
umns of all the better class of journals are 
moie or less occupied with considering 
the best methods to obtain it. Kansas 
has this fall adopted a constitutional 
amendment forever prohibiting the man- 
ufacture or sale of liquors within the 
State. The Legislature of Vermont lias 
just passed a law declaring any place 
where liquor shall be sold or given away a 
nuisance and punishing the keeper there- 
of with fine and imprisonment. Maine, 
the stalwart State in the Temperance 
cause, left her Republican Governor at 
home because he failed to enforce the 
law, and elected a Democratic prohibi- 
tionist in his stead.

with their power over internal commerce, 
or with their right of taxation over all 
icrsons and property within their juris- 
diction, seems one of the first principles 
of State sovereignty, and indispensable to 
public safety."—5 Howard, 630. 


Justice Giicr said 
"It is not necessary to array the appal- 


ing statistics of misery, pauperism, and 
crime which have their origin in the use 
and abuse of ardent spirits. The police 
>ower, which is exclusively in the State, 
s competent to the correction of these 
reat evils, and all measures of restraint 
>r prohibition necessary to effect that 
mrpose are within the scope of that au- 
hority; and if a loss of revenue should 
accrue to the United States from a di- 
minished consumption of ardent spirits, 
he will be a gainer of a thousand-fold in 
he health, wealth, and happiness of the 
jeople."—Ibid, 532.

WOMEN WOBKERS IN HEW YOEK. 


It is estimated that some G0,000 women 
i and about this city alone earn their 
ivn living, and that the number steadily 
ncreases from year to year. They are of 
11 grades, from servants to fashionable 
modistes, bookkeepers, artists and man- 
gers. A number of them are members 
f intellectual professions, such as medi 
ine, journalism, lecturing and acting. 
rot a few of them earn a good deal of 
loney, notably actresses, milliners, and 
rcssmakers, and often they acquire a 
andsome independence. 
The profits of 


ctresses are probably higher than those 
f any other feminine calling, then come 
lilliners, and next dressmakers. Lec- 
urers have hitherto made considerable 
noney—Anna Dickinson cleared, it is 
aid, $40,000 in one year—but recently 
the public has cared very little for them, 
the business having been overdone and 
the quality of the lectures grown very 
poor. A number of women who have done 
very well at it, have been obliged to re- 
tire from the field for lack of patronage. 
Actresses, on the contrary, command 
higher salaries and secure more lucrative 
engagements than ever. But they must 
have some talent, some power of attrac- 
tion. 
They cannot, as many women be- 


lieve, rush upon the stage without any 
mental endowment and get suddenly rich. 
Milliners and" modistes, after they have 
gained a fashionable reputation, thrive 
famously; but they are necessarily few. 
The bulk of the sex employed as seam- 
stresses, saleswomen, teachers—the teach- 
ers who do well are exceptional—copyists, 
and the like get very meagre compensa- 
tion. It is calculated that, of the 60,000 
feminine workers the average earning is 
not over $4.00 to §4.50 a week. How 
they can pay board or purchase food and 
shelter with such a pittance eludes com- 
prehension. 
And then, it should be re- 


membered that the majority of them pro- 
vide for others as well as for themselves , 
for it is a general rule that anybody who 
can earn money is sure to have depend- 
ents. Ordinary servants, of whom very 
few are Americans, are said to be more 
comfoi table than educated and refined 
laborers of native stock. They get from 
$2.4D to $i.OO a week and have good 
food aud lodging included, which is a 
most important consideration. 
While 


many American women would materially 
improve their condition by going into 
kitchens, they shrink from doing so be- 
vause it seems menial, and our born re- 
publicans hate to be menials. 
For a 


woman to earn her own living is far harder 
than shows on (he surface. 
To some 


women it is little less than tragical.

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THE WATT* *P rEDLEM. 


By our . oport of the proceedings o: 


Council, it \ritl be seen that there is the 
intimation of a desire upon the part o 
Council to do something to prevent our 
borough from being Infested with pedlcrs 
and hucksters from abroad. We are o 
the opinion that no new legislation passc< 
by Council can affect the matter com- 
plained of. The law of the State upon 
the subject settles the question as far as 
Bristol or any other portion of Bucks 
county is concerned. The act of the Le- 
gislature, found recorded in the Laws o: 
Pennsylvania for 18f4, states that "no 
person or persons shall sell or expose to 
sale within the counties of Lehigh, Dau- 
phin, Sullivan, Wyoming, and Bucks, as 
a hawker, or pedler, or travelling mer- 
chant, any foreign or domestic goods, 
wares, or merchandise, under the penalty 
of fifty dollars for each and every offence 
to be inflicted in the manner provided for 
in the Act of April Gth, 1843." 


By this it will be seen that peddling or 


huckstering, whether by residents of our 
borough or persons living elsewhere, is 
prohibited l>y law, ar.d every person who 
engages in it makes himself liable to a 
fine of fiftv dollars for each and every 
offence. 


EvDn our own merchants and store- 


keepers, if, as is sometimes the case in 
the summer, they carry their goods out 
and go from door to door to sell them, 
come under the prohibition and arc liable 
to prosecution. This was demonstrated 
in the case of one of our merchants, who, 
not knowing the law on the subject, sent 
berries out to be sold, and afterwards 
brought suit against a foreign huckster 
for selling without license. The latter 
found that the merchant had himself been 
engaged in selling truck in the manner 
stated, and threatened, if the prosecution 
against him was continued, to bring a suit 
against his prosecutor for the same of- 
fence. 
Tliu prosecution was dropped. 


The only plan, therefore, to stop peddling 
and huckstering in our borough is to see 
thai the Stale law on the subject is en- 
forced. 
This, co be sure, would prevent 


our own people I'rora huckstering; but 
outsiders cannot he prevented from en- 
gagi - 
in the business as long as those 


inside the borough limits are permitted to 
do so. 
In Doyiestown the merchants 


have organi/.cd and appointed a commit- 
tee to sec lliat the law is enforced, and 
that is the only way it can be enforced, 
as it will remain a dead letter as long as 
it is nobody's business to see that the 
violators of the law are prosecuted.

Council Proceeding*. 


The regular meeting of Council was 


held on Monday evening. AH the mem- 
bers were present except Mr. Garwood. 
Mr. Grundy occupied the chair in his 
stead. After the reports of the various 
committees had been leceived, the un- 
finished business came up, and under this 
head the Street Committee report that 
Green street had been put in a pretty 
fair condition, and that as soon as the 
weather permitted tlir; improvements 
would be completed. The following bills 
were passed 
F. N. Booz, hauling sand 


and grave!, $34.00; Thomas Miller, work 
on streets, $10.92, Thomas Goslinc, work 
on streets, $3.50, Henry Bellis, lighting 
street lamps, $4.75, Philip P. Callahan, 
lighting street lamps,$0.00; J. W. Dyer, 
lighting street lamps, $6.00, Penna. 
Globe Gas Light Co.. $30.00, J. S. 
Brelsford & Son, coffins, $8.00 , William 
Tyrol, carting, $3.00, Charles Saxton, 
Alary, $25.00, W. F. Bailey, gas fix- 
ures, etc., $25.50, Bristol Gas Light Co., 
'$152.40, J. M. Boileau, $44.75. The 
appropriations for work on the streets and 
(lie relief of the poor having been ex- 
hausted, the bills presented which came 
inder these appropriations were passed 
find placed to the credit of the parties 
i-resenting them, but were not ordered 
paid. Mr Peircc inquired what should 
be done with reference to the bmial of 
tlic poor, when the Poor Committee was 
applied to for relief, since there were no 
funds at the disposal of the Committee. 
After some discussion, in which Mr. 
"cheidc stated that the Bristol Belief So- 
c ety would doubtless be able to attend 


:> the pressing wants of the pool during 
lie winter, the matter was left with the 
I'oor Committee, the understanding being 
liat if any bills were presented from the 
J mimittee they could be passed and 
ilaccd to the credit of the parties inter- 
e^tcd. Mr. Hoguet suggested the pio- 
pi icty of the borough authorities ofFeriii" 
a reward for the detection of the perpe- 
trators of the burglaries that have lately 
occurred in the borough. The matter 
wus pretty thoroughly discuss d, and 
fiinlly a motion was made that a reward 
of $100 be offered. 
The motion cariicd. 


Mi. Booz called attention to the great 
number of pedlcrs and hucksters from a 
dMmcc who infest the neighborhood, and 
thought something should be done to put 
a stop to such traffic,which he considered 
a prolific source of petty thieving. Upon 
motion, the cleik was instructed to en- 
quire of the borough attorney whether 
there was any law under which a tax 
could be laid upon foieign pedlcrs or 
nitksters. Mr. Peirce spoke of a nuis- 
ance growing tip in various paits of the 
tow n, the erection by boys of v, ooden 
structures which they called "ranches," 
in which stoves were placed and fires 
built, endangeiing the property adjacent 
to them because of the proximity of the 
stoi e pipes to the shanties. Ho stated 
his uclicf that these places were a source 
of immorality, and that at least the bojs 
who frequented them did so for no good. 
The matter was considered so important 
tint the ordinance committee was in- 
stru;ted to preptrc an ordinance—if one 
is not in existence—requiring imperfect 
flue" and chimnies in all buildings to be 
rem. died. Pr. Potts inquired whether 
the ordinance regarding the license of 
entertainments in the boioiigh was bem" 
enforced. 
The clcik informed him tint 


mtertainments not for the benefit of 
charitable purposes or loc-il organizations 
were required to pay license, and that it 
was the duty of the constable to visit 
every entertainment not exempted from 
;he operation of the ordimnce, and if no 
icensc foe had been paid, to collect it, 
and if he could not collect it, his duty 
vas (o stop the entertainment. Nothing 
further being presented for action, Coun- 
cil took up the matter of remitting the 
'lorough taxes which the collector had not 
iccn able to collect. This kept Council 
lusy until a late hour, but they succeeded 
n getting through before midnight, and 
hen adjourned. 


—The Free Lyceum met on Saturday 


evening at Cabeen's Hall. As at the 
first meeting there was a large attendance. 
The meeting was opened by the reading 
of tlie minutes by the secretary, Miss 
Bessie A. Bailey. The president then 
announced the programme as follows 
Plane solo, Miss Alice Thomas , essay, 
Charles E. Scheide iccitation, Mrs. Ar- 
thur Collins . vocal solo, Miss Belle Doug- 
lass , reading, Miss Essie Lawrence , de- 
bate upon the question, "Has the time 
arriv(d to appeal to the ballot for the sup- 
pression of intemperance '" 
The exer- 


cises were of much interest and variety, 
and tie contributions gave evidence that 
the object of the lyccmn is something 
more than mere entertainment. The de- 
bate i as listened to with close attention, 
and w is conducted with good humor and 
courtisy. The affirmative was argued by 
Joslui i Peirce and Mr. Scheide, and the 
negati ve by Mr. Wildman and Mr. Grundy. 
Mr. Pairce spoke mainly of the effect of 
prohilition in Maine, controverting the 
opinion of Rev. Mr. Lee at the previous 
meeting, that prohibition has been a fail- 
ure in Maine. Mr. Wildman admitted 
the wisdom of prohibition and conceded 
all th it Mr. Peirce said in its favor, but 
argued that the time for enacting a pro- 
hibitoiy law would not come until public 
sentiment had been educated up to the 
idea so as to guarantee the enforcement 
of any prohibitory legislation that might 
be ena Hed. Mr. Scheide was of the opin- 
ion that neither political party could be 
trusted to inaugurate prohibitory temper- 
ance h gislation, and that the wisest plan 
would be to remove the question from ac- 
tive politics by submitting the mattor in 
the form of a constitutional amendment. 
He wa< sanguine that such an amendment 
would je voted favorably upon in all the 
States north of Mason & Dixon's line, if 
it were sufficiently agitated. Mr. Grundy 
emphasized the argument of Mr. Scheide, 
recapitulated the whole discussion, and 
treated it so exhaustively that there was 
no furtl ler argument offered.

CLEANISO WHITE SO.K LACE.—The 


lace is sewn over small clean slipspf wood 
to keep it cvcnlv spread out, laid over 
night in warm milk, to which a little soap 
has been added, rinsed in fresh water, 
laid for the same length of time in warm 
soap-lye, and finally rinsed without any 
friction. Linen 'ace is best cleaned by 
covering the outeide of a large glass bot- 
tle smoothly with stout linen or white 
flannel, upon whi h the lace is sown in a 
number of coils, and over the whole some 
coarse open tissuu is secured. The bot- 
tle thus dressed is allowed to soak for a 
time in lukewarm soft water, and the out- 
side wrapping is then rubbed with soap 
and a piece of flannel. After this process, 
the bottle is laid to steep for some hours 
in clean soft watci. It is then rolled be- 
tween dry towels, dipped in rice water, 
and rolled again. 
Finally, the damp lace 


is unfastened from the bottle and ironed 
at once between linen cloths. 


How TO CURE A SOHE TIIBOAT.—One 


who has tried communicates the following 
about curing sort- throats Let each one 
of your readers buy at any drug store one 
ounce of ciunphoiated oil and five cents' 
worth of chloral of potash. When any 
soreness appears in the throat put the 
potash in a half tumbler of water, and 
with it gargle tin throat thoroughly and 
rub with the camphorated oil at night 
before going to bid, and also pin around 
the throat a small strip of woolen flannel. 
This is a simple, < heap and sure remedy. 


How TO DETF< T UNWHOLESOME TEA. 


—A correspondent writes Tea drinkers 
nowadays will do well to apply the follow- 
ing simple test to the tea purchased of 
the'* grocers. 
Turn out the infused 


leaves, and, if they are found of a good 
brown color, with fair substance, the tea 
will be wholcsonn'j but if the leaves are 
black and of a rotten texture, with an 
oily appearance, the tea will not be fit to 
drink. The pure i the tea the more the 
distinctively brow n color of the leaf strikes 
the attention. It is important to see that 
the leaves have the serrated or saw-like 
edges, without w hich no tea is genuine. 


To BLEACH Fi RNS.—To bleach ferns, 


take one-half pound of chloride of lime 
and one pound of washing soda, add three 
pints of water to the lime, and five pints 
to the soda, in separate vessels; let each 
stand twenty-foui hours, then pour them 
together, and a fluid resembling milk and 
water is the result. Allow it to settle, 
pour the clear liquid over the ferns, and 
let them air until bleached, then take 
them out, put tht m in cold water for two 
or three hours, tike them out upon paper, 
like sea-weed, and press them after they 
are a little draiiu d. 


DHKK is CASI.S OF FEVER.—There is 


no more refreshing drink in cases of fever 
than weak green tea, with lemon juice 
added instead of milk. It may be taken 
either cold or hot, but the latter is pre- 
ferable. 


TEST ton COT i ON IN AUAOED WOOL- 


EN GOODS.—A common process for dis- 
covering the presence of vegetable fibre 
in woolen goods is to take half a dozen 
sticks of caustic gmtash and put them into 
a gill of water, v liich boil. Put the sam- 
ple into the boiling solution, and let it 
remain for about twenty minutes, in which 
time all the animal matter will be dis- 
solved, and that of \egetablc origin will 
remain intact. 


To PHESEVK VATUEAL FLOWEHS.— 


Dip the flowers in melted paraffine, with- 
drawing them quickly. The liquid should 
be only just hot enough to maintain its 
fluidity, and the flowers should be dipped 
one pt a time, held by the stalks and 
moved about for an instant to get rid of 
air bubbles. Fr< sh-cut flowers, free from 
moisture, make excellent specimens in 
this way. 


RE-GILDING PICTURE FRAMES.—Get 


a bottle of gold i>aint, take a sauce dish 
and mix up a little at a time, for it is in 
two bottles, and apply with a small paint 
brush. It will cost 65 cents and will re- 
gild a number. 


THE COOK'S COttNER. 


SPONGE CAKI .—Two cups of sugar, 


four eggs, eggs nnd sugar to be well beat- 
en together, two cups of flour, two tea- 
spoonsful of baking powder, i of a cup of 
boiling water, put in after all else is thor- 
oughly beaten.

GRAHAM GKM-..—One pint sour milk, 


a piece of lard the size of a walnut, two 
tablespoonsful sn^ar, a little salt, I tea- 
spoonful soda, < nough brown flour to 
thicken a nice b ittcr. 


JUMBLES.—Six ounces butter, 1 Ib. of 


sugar, 3 eggs, 1 wineglass of milk, 2 tea- 
spoonsful of baking powder, flavor with 
lemon or vanilla. 


CRAXBERRY 8 \.UCK.—4 quarts of cran- 


berries, 4 pounds of sugar, 1 quart of 
water. 


CORN BREAD —Quart of corn meal, 2 


tablespoonsful flour, quart of milk, 4 eggs, 
2 tablespoonsful sugar, tablespoonful salt, 


•J. teaspoonsful cruam of tartar and a tea- 
spoonful of soda mix all together except 
the eggs and sodn, which should be added 
the last thing before it goes into the oven. 


OMELET.—Bent the yolks of 5 eggs, 


add a teaspoonftil of flour, a cup of milk, 
and a little salt, and finally the whites of 
the eggs beaten .o a stiff froth, bake in 
shallow buttered pans.
